Washington, April 12.—(Special.)\—The 
republicans practically served notice to- 
day that they do not propose to let the 
Morgan-Hepburn Nicaragua canal bill be- 
come a jaw at this gession of congress. 
That is the real meaning of their vote 


, against Senator Morgan’s motion during 


today’s session of the senate to take up 
the bill. 


That motion was defeated by 


strict party vote. with the exception 


of Senator Foster, of Washington. 
For this breach of party discipline, 
the junior senator from Washington 


was very promptly and earnestly 
lectured by Senator Hanna. Senator 


Simon, of Oregon, dodged, but with

Senator Morgan, who has been watch- 
ing closely for an opportunity to bring 
up the bill, first asked unanimous consent 
that a day be set for a vote on the meas- 
ure, but this was denied because of ob- 
jection by Mr. Lodge, who said the Phfi- 
ippines bill must come up first, Later 
Senator Morgan found an opportunity to 
make a formal motion for its considera- 
tion, the result of which was temporary 
defeat. 

There can be no doubt of the meaning 
of this action. When it became evident 
that the Hay-Pauncefote treaty could 
not be ratified at this session President 
McKinley advised the republican leaders 
of both houses that the bill should not be 
passeg at this session. 


It is the administration idea to 


use that bill as a means by which 
to secure the ratification of the 
treaty later. 


It has, however, been decided to let the 
bill go through the house for two rea- 
sons. One of these js that the charge has 
been made that Chairman Hepburn, of 
the house committee, igs under the Pacific 
railroad influence and that he {s not in 
éarnest in supporting the bill. He has, 
in view of that charge, insisted that the 
bill must go through the house. The 
other reason has a wider significance. 
About the time ‘the wishes of the presi- 
dent were made known Mr. Huntington, 
the head of the Pacific railroads, made 
a lengthy speech down in Texas in op- 
position to the construction of the Nica- 
ragua canal. 

The political dangers of the co- 


incidence of the Huntington speech 
and the president’s orders that the 
bill was to be pigeonholed were 
pointed out, and since then Mr. Hep- 
burn has insisted that the bill must 
be put through the house. 


This then is the programme, Tomorrow 
Mr. Hepburn will ask unanimous consent 
that the canal bill be taken up on May 
Ist, and the outlook is that nelther Can- 
non nor Burton nor others who have op- 
posed {t in the past will now raise ob- 
jection. If unanimous consent {s not 
given the rules committee will find a way 
for the bill's consideration. 

But it is not to be allowed to get 
through the senate unless Senator Morgan 
is ab!e to overthrow the plans of the re- 
pulfican jd@aders, which does not seem 
possible. : 

Philippine Measure’s Narrow Escape. 

The Philippine measure which Senator 
Morgan’s motion sought to set aside had 
@ narrow escape from being displaced by

The feature of tthe day’s proceeding 
was an exhaustive discussion of the Quay 
case by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan.

“I, a8 a rule, pay no attention to as- 
persions of this character,” said Mr. 
Jones, ‘“‘but it may be possible that some 
hcnest man may have been misled or 
right misjudge what has been done by 
me. When the Porto Rican bill was pre- 
sented in the senate, I offered an amend- 
ment propcsting to refund the duties that 
had been collected from the people of 
Porto Rico to the people who had paid 
the duties. I did that from the conviction 
that the government of the United States 
had no right to levy any tariff duties upon 
products coming from Forto Rico and if 
we had no such richt it was common 
honesty that we should give the money 
back to the people from whom we had 
taken it. I had never looked to see who 
had paid these revenues nor where this 
money would go. I am pot in the confi- 
dence of the sugar trust. They have not 
come tO me to complain of that duty by 
which they paid $1,800,000. I did not know 
that such was the fact. "Men who are 
more familiar with the doings of the su- 
Sar trust of course know more about it 
than I; that they paid a million and a 
half into the treasury of the United States 
I know nothing. What I understood the 
facts to be were that protests were made 
When these duties were levied and that 
the case was pending in the supreme 
court of the United States and I believe 
that wnen the supreme court decides this 
question it will direct this meney shall 
be paid back to the men who» paid it. 

‘Ll believe in doing justice, no matter 
who is involved. I ‘believe in giving the 
devil his que end if we have no right un- 
der the !aw to levy this tax, and the sugar 
trust has paid part of it, and the money 
is due them, it ought to be refunded. I 
have no fear of being misjudged by any 
member of this body. I do not believe uny 
motive of this kind has ever been attrib- 
uted to me by a man who has a sense of 
justice and a desira to have his fellow 
men think well ‘of him. It was stated that 
a large part of the money paid was paid 
by the sugar trust and the tobacco trust. 
I then withdrew the amendment. No vote 
was taken cn it. After discussion I made 
up my mind that the proper thing to do 
was to leave the matter to be settled by 
the court; that having gone to the length 
we had, it was better to ler the courts 
Say whether this thing should be done. 
There is nothing that I think anybody 
can justly censure me with.’’ 

Mr. Morgan asked unanimous consent 
that the Nicaragua canal bill be made 
the’order of bisiness for 2 o’clock, April 
30, but Mr. Lodge, in charge of the Spoon- 
er Phillippines bill objecied., 

“T shall feel bound,’ said Mr. Morgan, 
“to antagonize the senatcr’s bill with the 
Nicaraguan cunal Dill.” 

Burrows Opposes Quay. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, then  ad- 
dressed the senate on the resolution rela- 
tive to seating Hon. M. S. Quay Aas a sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Burrows said that as a member of 
the committee on privileges and elections 
called upon two years ago to consider the 
case of Herry W. Corbett, appointed a 
senator by the governor of Oregon, he 
was ‘“‘forced to the conclusion that the 
power of the appointment in the case 
was not lodged with the executive and a 
majority of the committee so reported. 

The senate sustained thut report by a 
vote of fifteen to nineteen. Since that 
time I have seen nothing to cause Me to 
reverse iny judgment; further examina- 
tion has served rather to strengthen and 
confirm it. The material facts in this 
case are the same as they were in that. 
The constitution is the same. The prece- 
dents are the same. The only change is 
the name of the party seeking admission 
to the senate. Then it was ex-Senator 
Corbett; now it is ex-Senator Quay. A 
change of parties certainly ought not to 
produce a change of convictions.” 

Mr. Burrows carefully reviewed the 
Quay case from its incipiency and stated 
the question at issue. 

‘Tt is a question of supreme moment,” 
said he. ‘‘to all the people of the states 
that this great council of states shall 
have within its membership those and 
only those who bear credentials of un- 
questioned authority. To admit others, 
for personal or partisan reasons, would 
degrade 
cal caucus, sh 
the senate into contempt and inflict a 
blow upon representative government 
from which it could not readily recover. 

‘“‘No governor has yet attempted to take 
the matter of selecting senators out of the 
hands of the legislature and make tem- 
porary appointments to a vacancy when 


-the legislature was in actual session. lt 


will be a mere matter of time, however, 
if refinement of construction continues, 
when the executive of a state will usurp 
the functions of the legislature and make 
appointments even when the legislature 
is in session. He can now, in the plain 
language of the consti.ution, appoint only 
to such vacancies occurring during the 
recess of the legislature. 

“There cannot possibly be any contro- 
versy as to the meaning of the words 
‘during the recess.’ That is a fixed, defi- 
nite period and time—from the day the 
legislature adjourns to the day of its re- 
assembling; and the vacancy which the 
executive of the state is authorized to 


supply must ‘happen’ during and within | 


that period. : 
As this vacancy occurred not “during 


the recess of the legislature,’’ but while it 
was in session—and remained in session 
for forty-seven days afterward, Mr. Bur- 
rows maintained that the governor had 
no constitutional authority to appoint 


Mrs Quay or anybody else. 

“The whole contention of Mr. Quay’s 
friends,’ said Mr. Burrows, “‘is that the 
executive may fill any vacancy he finds 
existing when the legislature is in recess. 

“In this very case, as an illustration, in 
the approaching election in Pennsylvania 
only six months distant, if ex-Senator 
Quay should be a candidate for re-election 
it will not be necessary for him to carry 
a majority of the legislature, but only to 
secure a sufficient number of adherents 
to prevent an election and force an ad- 
journment, when Governor Stone can 
again disregard the mandates of his own

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Letter to Senator Jones Makes Plain 
the Situation in the Mis- 
sourl Town. 


Kansag City, Mo., April 12.—There will 
be no change in date or place of holding 
the democratic national convention, 
previously set for Kansas City July 4th. 

The sub-committee of the national 
democratic commitittee met the loca! com- 
mittee on arrangements here today and 
after going over the situation thoroughly 
drafted and signed the following gtate- 
ment: 

“Kansas City, Mo., April 12, 1900—Hon. 
James K. Jones, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, Washington. 
Sir: The special committee appointed by 
you to arrange al] details incident to the 
holding of the national convention on 
July 4th met in Kansas City today in 
specia] session. This meeting was called 
on account of the destruction of Conven- 
tion hall, the purpose being to determine 
whether this calamity would necessitate 
any change in the time or place for hold- 
ing the convention. The committee con- 
ferred fully with the directors of the con- 
vention ha'l company and with the éx- 
ecutive committee of citizeng having the 
arrangements for the convention in 
charge. 

‘We find that the people of Kansas City 
are determined to rebuild the hall and 
have it ready for the convention by July 
4th, and that the committee in charge of 
this matter has now in hand in cash 
avallable for rebuilding purposes a larger 
sum of money thin was expended in the 
erection of the bullding which has just 
been destroyed. 

“The directors of the Convention Hall 
Company have entered into contract with 
responsible firms and corporations for the 
reconstruction of the building, the con- 
tracts requiring the work to be completed 
prior to the date of the convention, In 
each instance the conittractors have enter- 
ed into heavy bond, with penatties, for 
the litera] fulfillment of their several en- 
gagements, We examined these contracts 
andi after a full conference with the di- 
rectors and architect of the building we 
are satisfied that the hall’ will be rebuilt 
go as to fully accommodate the conven- 
tion in accordance with the origina! con- 
tract of Kansis City and that no neces- 
sity will arise for any change either in 
the time or place of holding the conven- 
tion. 

‘We do not consider that there is neces- 
sity at this time to trouble the full com- 
mittee with the further consideration of 
this subject. 

“We make this report so that this mat- 
ter may be set at rest.

ARE NEEDED. 


Porto Rican Towns Are Without Doc- | 


tors and Death Rate Is High. 

San Juan, Porto Rico April 12.—The 
startling fact was recently made public 
that in many districts of Porto Rico, 
where the population reaches tnousands, 
there is no resident physician. For in- 
stance, Wayuya, a town of 1,500, must 
depend on the simplest remedies in case 
of illness, as there is no physician with- 
in call. At Utado the death rate is 8 
per cent annually and is a day’s ride 
from Ponce through the mountains. It 
appears tnat physicians save been sent 
to this district, but they refuse to re- 
main, largely because no town is able 
to support one. As a result of this con- 
dition of things the order providing a 
physician for every 600 people is now 
very difficult of enforcement, because 
the towns reply that there is no fund to 
pay for such service. The island is one 
vast poorhouse, and ihere are opportuni- 
ties for charity at every step. 
$10,000 to be expended immediately for 
medicine and medical aid it would pos- 
sibly save the lives of 3,000 people. At 
one time the government considered the 
of assigning a physician to 
each ‘town, at an average cost of $80,000 
per year, but the funds for such an out- 
lay are not available.

Three months after the act takes effect 
Porto Rico coins are not to be Iegal ten- 
der. Property usually under the control 
of the United States will so continue, and 
other properties acquired from Spain will 
be administered by the Porto Rican gov- 
ernment. The governor is to be appoint- 
ed oy the president, and is to kold his 
office for four years, having the powers 
conferred on governors of territories of 
the United States, but Is to make Fis re- 
ports through the secretary cf state to the 
president. . 

An executive council, appointed by the 
president and confirmed by the senate, 
consisting of a secretaary, attorney gen- 
eral, treasurer, auditor, commissioners 
of the interior and education and five 
other persons to hold office for four 
years. The council is the upper branch 
of the legislature, five of whom shall be 
natives of Porto Rico. ‘The other branch 
shall be a house of delegates, to consist 
of thirty-five members, elected biennially 
by the qualified electors. Porto Rico is 
divided into eleven districts, each with 
five delegates. The qualifications for voters 
are “at such elections all citizens of Porto 
Rico shall be allowed to vote who have 
been bona fide residents dor one year, 
and who possess the other qualifications 
of voters under the laws and military 
orders in force on March 1, 1900, subject 
to such modifications and additional qual- 
ifications and such regulations and re- 
strictons as to registrations as may be 
prescribed by the executive council, 

Who May Be Delegates. 

No person shall be eligible to member- 
ship in the house of delegates who is not 
twenty-five years of age, and able to 
read and write either the Spanish or the 
English language, or who {js not possessed 
in his own right of taxable property, real 
or personal, situated in Porto Rico. 

Provision is made for enacting legisla- 
tion similar to that in other territories. 
The judicial power is vested in courts al- 
ready established, the chief justice and 
associate justices and marshal to be ap- 
nointed by the president, judges of the 
district courts and other officers by the 
governor of Porto Rico. There is also 
a United States district court established 
similar to other territories. The salaries 
of all officers appointed by the president 
are: 

Governor, $8,000; secretary, attorney gen- 
eral, auditor, commissioner cf the in- 
terior, $4,000 each; treasurer, $5,000; com- 
missioner of education $%,000; chief justice 
of the ‘supreme court and United States 
district judge, $5,000 each; associate jus- 
tices $4,300 each; two marshals each $3,000;

No export duties are to be collected, 
but taxes and licenses may be levied.

BOAN JURORS ARE CRITICISED 


For Recommending Mercy for Slay- 


ers of the Girl. 

Columbia, 8S. C., April 12.—(Special.)—At 
3 o’clock this morning the jury that had 
for nine hours been trying to reach a ver- 
dict in the case of John Jackson and Har- 
vey Jackson, charged with murdering Cas- 
sie Boan, announced an agreement. The 
judge came from his hotel and the pris- 
oners were brought from the jail. The 
courtroom was dimly lighted by oil lamps. 
On a table near where the prisoners sat 
were charred remnants of the young wo- 
man’s clothing, her shoes, one of the 
fingers burned to blackness that had been 
torn off, and her straw hat, with the edges 
burned off, showing the flames had leaped 
over her head. 

“Guilty, with recommendation to the 
mercy of the court,”’ was the verdict. 

Carolina newspapers will scourge the 
jury for recommending mercy in such a 
case. The men were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment at hard labor. It is under- 
stood the solicitor has obtained evidence 
against a number of other men who will 
be prosecuted for connection with this 
crime, 

Cassie Boan was a comely country girl 
about twenty years old, one-fourth In- 
dian. Her reputation was questionable. 

The testimony presented by the state, 
and not contradicted, was, willingly or 
unwillingly, the girl was taken to an 
island in a swamp in Chesterfield county 
by two men at least—John and Harvey 
Jackson; that she was kept there from 
Sunday afternoon till Monday night, when 
she was seen running through the woods, 
a mass of flames. Those who first reach- 
ed the sufferer found her burnt from 
knees to forehead and unable to speak. 
There were many gashes on her body 
made with sharp knives, and the spot 
from which she had come was found by 
following the trail of blood. There was 
evidence that the Jacksons had made 
threats against the girl, but the cause of 
their enmity was not made known. It 
was suggested that they were jealous be- 
cause she showed favor to Sam Wood- 
ward and repelled them. 

The defense offered no testimony. The 
attorneys in their speeches did not deny 
the presence of their clients at the orgie 
of the lonely island in a swamp, but ad- 
vanced the theory that the woman had 
accidentally set her clothing on fire. 


INFORMATION WAS VALUELESS 


Havana Journal Printed a Sensa- 
tional Story. 

Havana, April 12—The Havana Journal 
published a statement to the effect that 
it had received information from a Cuban 
officer going to show that an outbreak 
had been arranged for June Ist, on which 
day the whole Cuban army would be 
ready to take the field. General Wood 
summoned the editor and his so-called in- 
formation turned out to be valueless. It 
was mere'’y the statement of a woman 
that a man, unknown to her, had re- 
marked that if the Americans had not 
given the island independence by June 
lst, as the United States congress had 
promised, there would be trouble. The 
woman asserted that the man told her he 
was a captain the Cuban army. Undoubt- 
edly the story is made of the whole cloth.

‘**Never again’ must be the motto of 
all thinking and humane men, but not 
from lust of conquest or a desire to tram- 
ple on the gallant, if misguided. There 
must be no compromise or patchwork in 
the settlement and no opportunity for 
misunderstanding, (ntrigue, the revival 
of impossiblé ambitions, or the accumu- 
lation of enormous armaments.

NEUTRALITY HIT HARD BLOW. 


German Professor Discusses Work 
of Great Britain. 

Berlin, April 12—In the forthcoming 
number of The Nation, Professor von 
Bar, of the University of Goetingen, will 
discuss. the international law aspect of 
the transportation of British troops 
through Portuguese territory and the ac- 
tion of Lord Roberts in requiring the 
Boers of the Free State to take an oath 
not to partftipate in further hostilities 
against England. He considers the for- 
mer a serious breach of neutrality. The 
authorities whom he cites, including 
Américan and English jurists, are unani- 
mously opposed to such proceedings where 
a previous treaty providing for it does 
not exist. Where such a treaty does ex- 
ist, the authorities are divided, but Pro- 
fessor von Bar contends that such a 
treaty cannot be universally accepted as 
a principle of international law. He con- 
jectures that the Anglo-Portuguese treaty 
contemplates only troops to be used 
against negro tribes, and is, therefore,

The military critic of The Berliner Tage- 
blatt explains that the inactivity of Lord 
Roberts is not due to the preparations 
he is making for the winter, but to the 
inability of his troops to take the field in 
the number sufficient to take the offen- 
sive against Kroonstadt. 

The view prevails in military circles 
here that the recent British defeats are 
due to the discouragement of the troops 
resulting from their consciousness of “bad 
generalship.”’

Washington, April 12.—The definite in- 
tention .-.T the republican senators to seek 
to have the shipping subsidy bill passed 
at tHe present session was announced in 
the senate cummittee on cummerce tc- 
day.

Washington, April 12.—Charles H. Al- 
len, at present assistant secretary of the 
navy, will be the first civil governor of 
Porto Rico under the bill signed today by 
the president. This afternoon Mr. Allen 
‘Spent several hours with the president, 
when the formal tender of the post was 
made and his practical acceptance was 
given. 


Owing to the fact that Jittle more than 
two weeks’ time intervenes before the 
civil government must go into operation, 
it was decided that it would not be prac- 
ticable to complete the cabinet of the 
governor in that time, Mr. Allen will go 
alone to San Juan at the earliest possible 
moment after Secretary Long’s return 
to Washington, which should be on Sat- 
urday next. He will put himself in touch 
with General Davis, now military gov- 
ernor of the island, and spend a short 
time in acquainting himself with the in- 
sular affairs. Mr. Allen’s observations 
are expected to assist materially in the 
president’s selection of the new Porto 
Rican cabinet. 

As soon as he ghal] have established 
himself and gained the knowledge he 
seeks, Governor Allen will return to the 
United States, 

As to his intentions respecting the ad- 
ministration of the {fsland’s affairs, Mr. 
Allen disclosed these during a short inter- 
view this afternoon, in the course of 
which, after saying he regarded the offer 
aS a great compliment, he added: 

‘‘My own inclination and my personal 
interests urge me _ to decline, but one 
should not always choose the easy way; 
there is a patriotic duty sometimes to be 
performed. If I can arrange my affairs 
in such way as to enable me to do su, 
I shall accept the position and 1 shali 
then be 
post of duty. 

“My effort will be to administer the gov- 
ernment provided by congress in such 
manner as to command and hold the con- 
fidence of the people, To help them so 
far as l may, to realize the best there 
is in them and to assist them in the de- 
velopment of the island along the lines 
which have made us such a prosperous 
nation, 

‘My deep regret is Jeaving the navy 
department; my service there has been of 
the happiest sort and the attachments 
there for me, wtil always remain a pleas- 
ant memory.’ 

Mr. Allen is fifty-two years oid, a manu- 
facturer and bank president. He has 
served in the Massachusetts legislature 
and in congress, and has been mentioned 
as possible secretary of the navy in the 
event of Mr. McKinley's re-election.

NAMED DATE FOR CONVENTION 


Meeting of State Democratic Com- 
mittee of South Carolina. 

Columbia, S. C., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The state democratic executive commit- 
tee met last night. The meeting was the 
most remarkable in many years for its 
own eventfulness and the fact that not 
a single political issue was raised. There 
was not the semblance of a political dis- 
cussion, and sublime harmony prevailed.

American Cotton in Japan. 

The American consul at Higo, Japan, 
furnishes to the press information 
gained from a member of the Mitsui 
susaan Kaisha concerning the outlook 
for American cotton in that country, 
which shows that we have nothing to 
fear from the Indian cotton crop, as t. 
Ameagican cotton displaces it wherever 
it can come in on equal terms. 

The gentleman quoted says that 
there are 300,000 bales of American 
cotton and 500,000 bales of Indian cot- 
ton used every year in Japan. Of all 
the cotton employed by the mills Amer- 
ican forms twenty to thirty per cent. 
and Indian 50 to 60 per cent. But,” 
says he, “there is a tendency to in- 
crease the importations of the Ameri- 
can cotton at the expense of the other,” 
and thus he looks for such a change 
in the percentage that American cotton 
will take the place of 60 per cent, In- 
dian 30 per cent and miscellaneous 10 
per cent. 

The only trouble in the way is that 
as the steamers from the Pacific ports 
generally give space to the cargoes for 
China, the shipment of cotton to Ja- 
pan is limited. As a consequence the 
average amount sent to Japan month- 
ly is 8,000 bales, when it should be 
13,000 or more. This is a matter which 
must change under the pressure of 
business, until sufficient shipping can

Macon Evening News: The continued ef- 
fort to increase dissatisfaction with the demo- 
cratic state executive committee, because it 
reguired registration for the primaries is, i 
seems to us, indefensible. The mass of the 
democrats do not appear to be raising any 
rumpus, the agitation apparently being confin- 
ed to the politicians of a few counties. 

As there is no such thing as revoking the 
action, the right thing for every democrat to 
do is to go and register and see to it that his 
neighbor does the same thing. Hard words, 
insinuations and bickerings now will Rave no 
other effect than to reduce the democratic vote, 
when every one should realize that in this year 
of the census and general quadrennial elections 
there should by all means be a large registra- 
tion and a large vote.

It is most ungracious, there- 
fore, and wholly dut of line with the democratic 
interest, for anybody now to seek to set aside 
the action, especially when they can give no 
good reason for so doing. 
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Senator Bacon’s Speech. 


Savannah Press: Hon. A. ©. Bacon made 
an excellent speech in the senate last week on 
the Porto Rican tariff bill. He has_favored 
The Press with a copy of his address. Senator 
Bacon argued very logically against the pas- 
sage of the senate bill. He showed up the 
hypocrisy of the republican party, which had 
stirred up the indignation of the people by 
proposing to exact tariff duties from Porto 
Rico in making a peace offering to appease this 
indignation. The very amount which is to be 
illegally and unjustly wrung from the Porto 
Rican is offered as a balm to republican con- 
science and to the people who rebel against 
this unjust tariff. Senator Bacon sarcastically 
asks if it was only a coincidence that the exact 
amount needed to soothe the suffering in Porto 
Rico was the amount which has been received 
from those duties. He charged that it was 
a conscience fund to restore what shall have 
been illegally taken and, as the purpose is to 
continue the plunder, the atonement must con- 
tinue also. Senator Bacon says that this was 
a practical confession that the tariff duties 
ought not to have been collected, and while 
they obeyed the command of the protected in- 
terests to levy this tariff they dre now try- 
ing to make restitution for a great wrong. 
The senator very pointedly asks why should 
provision be made to return every dollar col- 
lected by tariff laws from Porto Rico except 
upon the recognition that every dollar so col- 
lected will have been unjustly and illegally 
collected, and, therefore, every dollar must be 
returned. 

Senator Bacon called attention to the fact 
that the hurricane swept over Porto Rico six 
months ago, wrecking agricultural interests 
and paralyzing business. Nobody heard any- 
thing during all these long weary months about 
any large appropriation to “be made out of the 
United States treasury to relieve the misery 
and desolation it had wrought. The republi- 
cans were then deaf to the cries of distress; 
they were blind to the nakedness and want 
of the Porto Ricans. Monstrous to think there 
was no idea of any appropriation to relieve 
this distress until after the house passed the 
Porto Rican tariff bill and the people rose up 
in fgyenzy against it! The republicans cried 
out: ‘‘How shall we protect ourselves against 
this fury?” Then they answered: ‘Since we 
have done this unjust thing let us appease 
the wrath of the people by giving back this 
money to the storm sufferers."" Observe that 
the tariff stays on just the same and the 
American manufacturer derives protection at 
the expense of the people of Porto Rico. The 
little sop given back in the way of a distress 
fund does not repair the damage. As Senator 
shows, this conscience fund is not re- 
turned to the individuals who will have been 
illegally and unjustly plundered.

BILL 10 DESIGNATE 
DEPOSITORIES GOOD 


House Adopts Resolution Reported by 
Insular Affairs Committee. 


CUBA INCLUDED TEMPORARILY 


Philippines Are Rung in To Show 
No Idea of Retention. 


AMENDMENT FAILS TO 60 THROUGH 


Safety of Government Funds Causes 
a Discussion Among the 
Representatives. 


Washington, April 12.—The house teday 
after a spirited debate, adopted the res»- 
tntion reported from the insular affairs 
committe to authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to designate depositcries in Por- 
to Rico, Cuba and the Philippines for the 
deposit cf government funds. By ths 
terms of the resolution it anplies to Cub: 
only so long as the island shall be o¢cu- 
pied by the United States. An amendment 
to include the Philippines in th's provis- 
ion as to Cuba, offered, as s‘ated, to em- 
phasize the desire of the opposition not 
to retain the islands, was defeated by a 
party vore. 

A senate bill which will permit the de- 
pendent mcthers of soldiers or sailors of 
the Spanish war, even though they mar- 
ried confecerate sodiers, to receive the 
benefit of the g2neral pension law, was 
passed. 

Mr. Cooper, chairman of the committee 
on insular affairs, at the outse!, called up 
the resolution to authorize the secretary 
of the treasury to designate banks in Por- 
to Rico, Cuba and the Philippines as gov- 
ernment depositories. 

Mr. Jones, of Virginia, opening the de- 
bate, said that for ome inexplicable rea- 
son, the bill had been called the Standard 
Ou. bill.” After patient investigation he 
had failed to find one fact to support such 
a slur. He explainead the necessity ior 
government depositories in cur insider 
possessions Disbursing officers of tne 
government could deposit only in govern- 
ment depositories. If they deposited else- 
where they were guilty of teciinical em- 
bezzlement. The designation of depusite- 
ries he said was necessary for the pro- 
tection and security of gevernment funds. 

Mr. Brewer, of Alabama, said he sup- 
portéd the Jores amendment in order to 
emphasize in every possible way jis aver- 
sion to the retention of the Philippines. 
He said he had rather see any republican 
who opposed the retention of the islands 
president than a demeecrat who favored 
holding them. He charged that the situ- 
ation in the Philippines was persistently 
niisrepresented by the war cepariiment. 
The insurrection was not over. Only last 
week, the Filipinos had attacked an out- 
post within five miles of Manil.. : 

“We hold only the territory within the 
range of cur guns, wrote an officer in @ 
letter to me. Peace would not come ina 
veneration if we held on. I am in favor 
of turning the islands over to the inhabl- 
tants at the earliest possible moment. 

Mr. Cox, of Tennessee, criticised the rill 
becatise it did not require depositories to 
deposit United States wovernment bonds 
for security of gove-nmrent funds. 

Mr. Jones said that if Mr. Covper had 
inquired further he would have jiscovered 
a better rearon why this bill was called 
the Standard Oil bill.

Mr. Fitzgerald, of Massachusetts, of- 
fered an amendment requiring designated 
depositories to pay 2 per cent per an- 
num on deposits. Lost. 

Mr. Gaines, of Tennesse, and Mr. De 
Armond, of Missouri, opposed the bill. 
The latter said there was neither proprie 
ty nor excuse for designating depositories 
in Cuba. It was another straw which in- 
dicated a purpose to get hold of every- 
thing in Cuba that was worth having. 

Mr. Cooper, in closing the debate, said 
there was practically no money for the 
banks in being designated as a govern 
ment depository because the moneys de- 
posited will remain but a short time. 
There was perhaps some advertisement 
in it for the banks. That was all, 

Mr. Jones's amendment was lost— 1 
to 135.

JUROR PENN SAYS HE WAS 
PERSUADED TO LEAVE CITY 


When the case of contempt against 
Juror T. Jefferson Penn was called in 
the superior court yesterday morning, the 
respondent offered a statement which, af- 
ter being sworn to, was read by Judge 
Robert L. Rodgers, 
sentative. In this statement Penn tells 
why he left the city and some interest- 
ing matters that he alleges occurred be- 
fore going to Jasper county. The state- 
ment in full is as follows: 


Now comes T. J. Penn, by attorney, and 
says ‘n response to the attachment issued for 
him by the honorable court, 

That it is true that he did not attend and 
appear at the court as instructed on the 9th 
day of April, 1900, and he cannot say that 
he has a good and legal excuse for not appear- 
ing. Ha comes now and puts himself upon 
the mercy of the court, and prays to be dealt 
with as lenlently and as mercifully as the court 
can feel inclined to treat him. 

Resvondent avers that h= did not so fail to 
| appear on account of any such feeling as dis- 
| respect or contempt of the court, but there were 
other motives and reasons, which prompted him 
to neglect a due attendance on the court, at the 
time avpointed and instructed. Respondent 
says that at the exact time for his due ap- 
pearance in the court as a juror in the case 
for the trial of which he was empaneled, it 
was then simply a physicil impossibility for 
him to appear in the court here, because he was 
at a long distance away, in Jasper county, 
Georgia, and on Monday morning when the 
hour for the court to meet he could not then 
get here. 

Resvondent says that he deems it now per- 
tinent and proper for him to make a full state- 
ment of the facts and reasons why he was not 
| in his place with the jury on the opening of 
court Monday morning. 

Respondent says that when the 
| journed and the jury dispersed on Friday, the 
30th day of March, he left the courtroom with 
the utmost good intention and purpose to re- 
turn as instructed, and had no thought of any 
misconduct on his part. He says that on the 
following Friday, while he was about the 
streets of Atlanta. he learned by one F. M. 
jowen that one W. A. Bradley desired to see 
him, resvondent, and very afterwards, 
said Bradley appeared and spoke to respondent, 
| and asked him aside. 

Respondent stepped aside with the said W. A. 
tradley, and then Bradley began to speak to 
respondent about he case on trial, and as to 
what were the prospects or probability of a 
verdict one way or the other, for the plaintiff 
or the defendant, or a mistrial, and Bradley 
asked respondent if he as a juror could not 
make a verdict, ‘one way or the other, or make 
a mistrial.’’ 

Respondent simply replied to such a foolish 
question by saying to Bradley: ‘‘Why, yes, 
any fool on a jury could easily do that, make a 
| verdict one way or the other, or make a mis- 

trial,’’ and in that reply he and Bradley both 
| laughed, and he then had no thought of any- 
thing wrong in the matter of the case then on 
| trial and suspended, and he asked Bradley, 
| ‘*‘Why, what do you ask that sort of a ques- 
tion for?’’ and Bradley looked at respondent 
| and in a smiling manner said: ‘‘Well, if there 
| can be such a verdict for one side or the other, 

or mistrial, there may be something in it for 
| me,’’ meaning himself, Bradley, and said to 
| respondent: ‘I will see you again. I want 

to see my partner, Looney, and we will talk 
| the matter over, and see you again.’’ 

Made No Agreement. 
Respondent says that he then separated from 
| Bradley and even then he, respondent, did 
not think of any impropriety of conduct as a 
juror, and he did not know how Bradley was

render in ihe case.

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MRS. GRADDICK FACES JURY. 


Charged with Poisoning Her Hus- 
band Last February. 
Columbia, S. C., April 12.—(Special,)—The 
trial of Mrsi Belle Graddick for poisoning 
her husband, Willlam °*J. Graddick, a 
small merchant of this city, on February 
13th last, was begun: today. Mrs. Grad- 
dick was placed in the dock and in reply 
to the question of the court, said: ‘‘No, 
sir; not guilty.’’ She is a blond, but not 
a pronounced type, a large woman, good 
looking and demure. She is about twen- 
ty-three years old. Today she wore a 
long black veil with large meshes that 

was thrown back from her face. 

The crime of which Mrs. Graddick Is 
charged is of a most villainous nature. 
She is accused of poisoning her husband, 
not in a fit of anger, but deliberately 
after several attempts, and yet the wo- 
man’s appearances suggest nothing crim- 
inal. In the courtroom yesterday after- 
noon she was surrounded by her father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. William Kyall, 
aged, poor and respectable. They were 
much affected. Mrs. Graddick’s little 
child, Walter, a tot of four years, played 
in their lap and delighted to wrap its 
mother’s face in the folds of crepe, which 
tokened the death of which the mother 
was to be tried before the law. 

There was something strangely ‘unnat- 
ural in the girl’s appearance. Her brown, 
curly hair falls over a forehead on which 
is not a line of care, In her eyes there is'a 
restlessness of motion, but not the gleam 
of a vyirago or the affected list essness 
of one practiced in deception. She took 
a Keen interest in all which was happen- 
ing, but seemed neither worried or fricht- 
ened. Her lawyer, Mr. E. McC. Clarkson, 
volunteered to kelp her, as she and her 
family were too poor to retain an attor- 
ney unless his work be gratis. Mr. John 
McMaster represented Solicitor Thur- 
mond and he was assisted by Mr. Hunter 
A. Gibbes. 

The jury was obtained with some diffi- 
culty, many having expressed themselves, 
had convictions and one was opposed to 
hanging women, The body selected is 
unusuadly intelligent. L.°'J. Levin is 
foreman. 

The evidence today was practically the 
same given at the coroner's inquest, There 
is absorbing interest in the case.

SEVERAL TRAINS ARE LATE 


Rallioad Officials Declare Strike 1s 
Not Serious, 


SAY ONLY TEN PER CENT QUIT WORK 


President Powell Says 90 Per Cent 
Are Idie—Gives His Side of the 
Trouble—Mr. Hardwick 
Talks for the Rail- 
road. 


The telegraphers on the Southern rali- 
Wway system were ordered to strike at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning by President 
W. V. Powell, of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers., 

The order was issued as a result of the 
controversy which has been waging 
tween the telegrpahers and the Southern, 
and was not entirely unexpected. Pres- 
ident Powell is personally directing the 
strike from his headquarters in the Kim- 
ball His order to the operators 
follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., April 12.—To All Teleg- 
raphers Employed.on the Southern 
Railwav—Turn vour board red and 
quit work at 11 o'clock today Thurs- 
day, April 12th. Perform no service 
of any kind. Stard firm and victory 
is ours. W. V. POWELL, 
President Order Railroad Telegraphers. 
The exact number vf telegraphers who 

obeyed this order had not been accurately 
ascertained at a late hour last night. 
President Powell claims that at least %” 
per cent of the men quit work, and the 
officials of the road say that only about 10 
per cent of the telegraphers on the sys- 
tem obeyed the order and went on strike. 

In Atlanta four men went out at Il 
o'clock in the yard offices of the road. 
In the relay office in the Equitable build- 
ing, where eleven telegraphers are em- 
ployed, six quit work. The men quietly 
picked up their hats and coats and walk- 
ed out: there was no scenes of excite- 
ment or violence. Officials of the road 
say that the places of the strikers were

Only two divisions of the Southern rall- 
way terminate at Atlanta. These are the 
Atlanta and Macon divisions. 

It was said at the Southern offices last 
night that on the entire Macon division 
only four operators had quit work. On 
the Atlanta division three operators left 
their keys on the line between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga and five on the line 
between Atlanta and Greenville, 8S. C. 

Passenger officials of the Southern said 
that local traffic had not been interfered 
with except in three instances. Train No. 
87, the vestibuled, due here at 3:55 o'clock 
in the afternoon, did not arrive in Atlanta 
until 8:30 last night. Train No. 11 from 
Richmond. due at 9 o'clock, did not ar- 
rive here until 10:30 o'clock. Train No. 12 
leaving Atlanta at 7:30 o'clock vesterday 
morning for Richmond, was held up four 
hours between Lula and Cornelia until 
it was taken up by the eastbound vesti- 
buled, which left here on time, at noon. 
The southbound vestibule, due here at 3:55 
o'clock, was held up abou’ four hours 
at Calhoun, S. C. It was said at the 
transportation offices of the Southern that 
all freight trains on the road in and out 
of Atlanta moved on their usual sched- 
ules yesterday. Reports received during 
the day by both President Powell and the 
Officials of the Southern indicated that 
the telegraph wires on several divisions 
of the road had either been cut by the 
strikers or had been broken down by the 
storm of Wednesday night. This was 
one of the reasons why it was impossible 
to ascertain the exact number of strikers, 


as many of the stations on the line could 


not be reached by wire or the long dis- 
tance telephone.

Circular Is Issued. 


At noon President Powell issued a cir- 
cular approving the strike he had or- 
dered, in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of Order of Railway Telegraphers. 
The circular defines the purposes of the 
Strike as follows: 

1. To secure the reinstatement of 
members who were discharged by 
Southern railway without,just cause. 

«. The right to be heard through com- 
mittees in the adjustment of their indi- 
Vidual grievances. 

3. A set of rules and rates of pay to 
govern train dispatchers, telegraphers, 
agents and other station employees, in 
their employment, discipline, etc. 

4. Twelve consecutive hours work per 
day where one or two telegraphers are 
employed, including one consecutive 
hour for dinner: ten consecutive hours, 
including meal hour, in all relay, dlis- 
patchers’ offices and offices where more 
than two telegraphers are employed, ex- 
cept that this rule will not make work- 
ing hours more than those that may now 
be effective. 

5. Eight consecutive 
dispatchers. 

6. Pay for Overtimé for telegraphers, 
dispatchers and others in excess of the 
above hours pro rata on stated salary, 
but nothing less than 25 cents per hour. 

‘. To abolish the practice of compell- 
ing agents to load cotton to care for 
and put out switch lights, to hire ad- 
ditional help and pay for it out of their 
already meager salary, and the perform- 
ance of other menial labor. 

‘8. A minimum wage scale--of $45 and 
$50 per month, according to territory or 
location, and the raising of individual 
Stations to conform to the amount of 
work performed or the responsibility of 
the service. 

9. One hundred 
month for track dispatchers. 

10. The securement of fair and equita- 
ble rules regarding promotion.

President Powell. when seen last night, 
made the following statement: 

“The situation at 10 o'clock tonight is 
entirely satisfactory. Reports from every 
division on the Southern railway received 
at my office since 8 o'clock tonight show 
that the entire system, with the exception 
of the Louisville branch, is tied up com- 
pletely, so far as freight trains are con« 
| cerned, and that passenger trains are be- 
\Iing run only under great difficulty. All 
passenger trains are from three to seven 
hours late and are making very slow 
time. The vestibule limited train, which 
left Atlanta at noon talav, has not vet 
passed Greenville, S. C., where the first 
section of it arrived four hours late. The 
main connection of the limited had not 
arrived at Greenville up to 9 6’cloék. 
Train No. 37, the crack vestibuled limited 
train, due in Atlanta at 3:55 this after- 
noon, arrived shortly before 9 o'clock, 
nearly five hours late.

‘‘The claims of the oflicia!s of the com- 
pany that the strike is unimportant are 
absurd on their face. They have been 
claiming all along that but few of the 
telegraphers were 
conditions of employment and that less 
than 10 per cent would strike. I am in 
a position to state positively that more 
than 80 per cent of the telegraphers quit 
work, the claims of the company to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The officials 
have picked up a few boy operators and 
students and inexprienced men here and 
there and are sending them out on the 
line, but they are incapacitated to han- 
die irain orders, and the company wil! 
no doubt find their services unsatisfac- 
tory and unreliable. The men who re-

The latter 
course was pursued in a conservative way by 
a few of the principal bear houses, and prices 
gave way 4@7 points from the best figures 
of the forenoon, after which trading was slow. 
The double holiday led to some trading for the 
purpose of evening up accounts. The weekly 
Liverpool statistical statement was exceptionel- 
ly strong and port and interior receipts very 
light, but the market dragged most of the day. 
The close was barely steady with prices 6 
points higher to 3 points net lower. Short 
selling in the distant months caused relativa 
weakness in these options.

Mr. Dresser, through kis books, has 
been for some years considered as one 
of the ablest exponents of what is callew 
the ‘new thourht,’’ which after all, is 
verv old thought. It is the working out 
of ‘not by might, nor by power, but by 
my spirit, saith the Lord.”’ 

Mr. Dresser has somewhere defined the

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Mrs. Croly’s Views. 


Mrs. Jennie June Croly, whose every 
word pertaining to the interests of wo- 
men. is received by them with that defer- 
ence extended to the “‘Mother of ClQos,”’ 
has given through The Club Women of this 
month, her’ views on the subject of reor- 
ganization, one that will be one of the 
leading subjects of discussion at the bi- 
ennial. Mrs. Croly writes: 

“Permit me to say a word of greeting 
through vour columns 10 those dear 
friends throughout the country whom I 
shall not have the happiness of seeing, as 
1 hoped, at the coming biennial; and alsa 
to express very briefly one aspect as it 
comes to me of the reorganization of the 
General Federation. 

“In the majority z:eport of the reorgan- 
ization committee I was giad to see that 
a place Wes given to individual clubs, as 
well as to fraternal national organizA- 
‘ions. though the qualifications in either 
case were not exactly stated. These, how- 
ever can be well left to those who have 
he matter in charge. It is known that 
the prineiples of the general federation 
»re not these of a propaganda, and that 

he age and qualifications of a local club 
applying for membership in the general 
federation should preciude-tne possibility 
of a rush for admission on the eve of a 
biennial and consequent election. 

“On the other hand, it does not seem 
as if enough siress had been laid upon tne 
value of the general federation as a great 
unified organization with a vital center 
reaching out to iis uttermost circumfer- 
ence. It is this grandeur of ze, this 
complexity of movement, this reflex and 
reverse action a4l working toward unity 
the glory of the general federa- 
tion. and, doubtless, also furnishes its 
most caifficuit problems. But in the 
scheme for reorganization the only rem- 
edy propoced was wholesale decapitation, 
—the sovering of the link between the 
central sun and the points of its cireum- 
Terence, thus ensuring the gradual collapse 
cf the whole system. The absorption of 
the lecal clubs in state organization does 
not end never can fill the place of the 
great unitary system, in which every part 
has its plece and value. Doubtless there 
Was insistent need of modification and ad- 
justment to provide for growth and 
change of requirements. But this adjust- 
ment shou!d- not be allowed to destroy 
the integrity of the original conception 
cf a great federated union of elements di- 
verse and naturally growing in complexi- 
ty: but always preserving the relation of 
the center to its farthest circumference. 

“Mrs. Henrotin is undoubtedly correct 
when she says that the Iccal club knows 
little and cares less about the general fed- 
eration, while its affiliation is direct and 
its interest immediate in the State fede- 
ration. That is a state of mind on the 
Part of the local club which ts perfectly 
natural but has nothing to do with the 
question. The value of the general fed- 
eration is largely in its size, in the crys- 
talization of its single forces into a great 
harmonic movement.

April 9th was 
warmer than the average over the 
northern Rocky mountain region, 
throughout the Missouri and upper Mis- 
sissippi valleys and upper Ike region, 
over the northern portion of the central 
and west gulf states, in New England, 
and over the northern portion of the 
middle Atlantic states. The week was 
exceptionally mild and pleasant from 
the upper lake region westward over the 
upper Mississippi and Missouri valleys 
to western Montana and Wyoming, 
where the average daily temperature 
excess ranged from 8 degrees to more 
than 12 degrees above normal, the most 
excess occurring over Minne- 
Dakotas and eastern Montana. 

south Atlantic and west gulf 
Was a general but slight 
temperature, except in 

Florida, where it ranged from 3 to 6 
degrees per day. There was also a 
slight deficiency along the immediate Pa- 
cific coast, but over the interior portions 
of the Pacific coast districts and the 
middle and southern plateau region the 
week averaged colder than usual, the 
deficiency ranging from 3 to more than 
6 degrees over the middle and southern 
plateau regions. 

Over much the greater part of the 
country the maximum temperature dur- 
ing the week exceeded 70 degrees, rang- 
ing from 8) to 8&6 degrees over nearly 
the whole of the southern states, and 
from 50 to 70 degrees in the lake region, 
New England, and northern portion of 
the middle Atlantic states. Tempera- 
tures below freezing occurred in the 
northern and middle Rocky mountain 
districts, the line of freezing tempera- 
ture extending from northern Nebraska 
southeastward through northern Missou- 
ri, the southern portions of Dlinois and 
Indiana, eastern Kentucky, Virginia, 
and Maryland, reaching the Atlantic 
coast in southern New Jersey.

Ther2 was also an 
entire absence of rain in southern Flor- 
ida, with practically | none over the 
southern portions of the south Atlantic 
and east gulf states. From the west 
gulf coast northwestward to the nerth 
Pacific coast the rainfall was excessive, 
the unusually heavy falls over this re- 
gion being a marked feature of the 
week and afforded great renef, espe- 
cially in the Rocky mountain and plateau 
regions, where the: precipitation of the 
winter has been markedly deficient. 
While light showers were general in 
California, the precipitation over the 
greater part of the stats was beiow 
the average. 

The precipitation for the season, from 
March Ist to date (forty days) is de- 
cidediy deficient in the central valleys 
and lake region, and ovcr ine greater 
part of the middle and scuth Atlauatic 
states, the total fal) over a large area 
in the Ohio central Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys amounting to much less 
than half the average. There is also 4 
marked deficiency over the middle pla- 
teau region and in Oregon and Cali- 
fornia. The excessive rains sf the past 
week have, however, given a large sea- 
excess over the region extending 
from the west gulf states to the north 
Pacific coast. There is alsc a marked 
geeasonal excess in Florida and over pcr- 
tions of northern New England and the 
lake region. 

At the close of the week the northern 
portions of New York and New England 
were covered with snow to unusual 
depths, and traces of snow on ground 
were reported from western South Da- 
kota, and at a few stations in western 
Montana, Wyoming and Colorado. 

Summary of Crop Conditions. 

The general absence of rain with mi'd 
temperature conditions over the north- 
ern districts from Montana and Wycom- 
ing eastward to the Atlantic coast, in- 
cluding the lower Missouri and central 
Mississippi valleys, was favorable for 
farming operations. The season, how- 
ever, continues late in the lower lake 
region, middle Atlantic states and New 
the northern portion of the 
last named district being still covered 
with unusual depths of § snow. The 
weather has been too cool for best re- 
sults in the south Atlantic and gulf 
states, and heavy rains have proved 
destructive in Texas. The week has aiso 
been abnormally cool in the southern 
plateau region and California, where 
more or less damaging frosts have oc- 
curred. Frosts also occurred as far 
yeorgia and the 
central gulf states, causing no material 
damage, except in the Carolinas.
